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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Griswold  Memorial  Library : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  has  been  9,377,  adult  5,925 
and  juvenile  3,452.  Sixty-three  five-book  State  Reading  Cer¬ 
tificates  and  four  Honor  Certificates  have  been  issued..  This 
means  that  the  school  children  have  read  and  reported  on  315 
books  of  required  reading. 

Fourteen  different  magazines  can  be  found  on  the  Library 
tables  and  fifty-six  new  books  have  been  added  by  purchase.  We 
have  not  been  able  toi  buy  as  many  books  as  usual  this  year, 
owing  to  lack  of  funds.  When  Mr.  Joseph  Griswold  endowed  the 
Library  he  planned  for  an  income  which,  with  an  appropriation 
from  the  town,  would  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  Library  and 
provide  for  its  needs,  but,  in  the  Library,  as  elsewhere,  invest¬ 
ments  have  depreciated  in  value  so  that  the  present  income  is  in¬ 
adequate  to  meet  the  demands. 

There  is  an  increasing  call  among  the  High  School  pupils 
for  books  of  reference  and  non-fiction,  and  this,  with  the  general 
reading  of  the  public,  means  that  there  is  a  need  of  more  money 
to  be  used  for  books.  No  definite  sum  is  specified  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  as  the  running  expenses  of  the  Library  have  to  be  paid  first, 
and  the  uncertain  balance  can  then  be  used  for  books. 

We  have  recently  received  an  offer  from  Miss  E.  Louise 
Jones,  State  Library  Adviser  of  Division  of  Public  Libraries,  of 
a  three  month’s  loan  of  about  twenty-five  books  of  up-to-date 
non-fiction.  This  is  in  addition  to  loans  for  individual  borrowers. 
Miss  Jones  tries  to  help  solve  the  problems  of  the  small  Library, 
and  conducts  the  Round  Table  at  the  meetings  of  the  Connecti¬ 
cut  Valley  Library  Club.  The  Librarian  attended  the  meeting  of 
this  Club  held  last  October  in  Greenfield.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  reappointed  Walter  W.  Lee,  M.  D.  as 
agent,  and  Paul  Doneilo  as  Milk  Inspector. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  cases  of  mumps,  four  of 
lobar  pneumonia,  seven  of  measles  and  nine  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
agent  was  called  in  several  times  to  see  cases  of  suspicious  ill¬ 
ness  and  to  establish  a  diagnosis  for  the  Board  of  Health.  On 
one  occasion  the  agent  inspected  the  children  in  one  of  the 
schools  to  see  if  there  were  any  sore  throats  after  a  case  of  scar¬ 
let  fever  had  been  found  in  the  school. 

Diphtheria  immunization  was  offered.  The  local  nurse,  Mrs. 
Gebo,  who  was  serving  during  Miss  Lawson’s  leave  of  absence, 
made  a  personal  call  in  each  family  where  there  were  unimmun¬ 
ized  children.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  all  children 
born  since  1929  who  had  not  been  immunized.  Postal  cards  were 
sent  to  each  parent  also  one  week  before  each  clinic.  There  was 
a  very  disappointing  response  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  It 
seems  increditable  in  this  day  and  age  that  so  many  parents  in 
the  town  of  Colrain  should  fail  to  give  their  children  the  pro¬ 
tection  against  diphtheria  that  every  person  recognizes  as  es¬ 
sential.  There  were  only  twenty  children  under  six  years  of  age 
immunized  this  year,  thirty-six  had  been  done  prior  to  1937  and 
there  were  fifty-nine  children  under  six  years  not  immunized. 
Thus  but  forty-nine  percent  of  the  children  under  six  years  are 
protected.  There  are  only  two  towns  in  the  Franklin  County 
Health  District  with  a  lower  percentage  and  there  are  six  towns 
with  from  seventy-five  to  ninety  percent  of  children  under  six 
years  of  age  immunized.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  something  sub¬ 
stantial  can  be  done  in  1938  to  bring*  that  percentage  somewhere 
above  seventy-five  percent. 

The  tuberculin  test  was  offered  to  all  children  over  six 
months  of  age.  150  children  were  tested  and  ten  of  these  found 
positive  to  the  test.  The  positive  children  were  X-rayed  at  Charle- 
mont  on  November  29th  and  those  who  will  be  found  positive  by 
X-ray  and  physical  examination  will  be  notified  and  appropriate 
recommendations  made. 

The  agent  was  called  in  by  the  local  physician  to  see  a 
family  with  gastro-enteritis.  No  other  case  developed  and  the 
family  was  isolated  until  we  saw  no  epidemic  had  started. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION 

A  sanitary  inspection  of  milk  dealers  and  producers  selling 
milk  at  retail  in  Colrain  is  made  at  frequent  intervals.  There  is 
one  pasteurization  plant  in  the  town. 

Following  is  the  average  of  raw  milk  to  be  pasteurized:  the 
average  bacteria  count  per  cubic  centimeter  is  32,000;  of  pas¬ 
teurized  milk  9,000  per  cubic  centimeter  and  4.80  percent  butter 
fat;  of  raw  milk  sold  as  such  19,000  per  cubic  centimeter  and  the 
average  butter  fat  4.15  percent. 

Nine  private  water  supplies  were  examined.  Three  were 
found  to  be  safe  water  supplies  and  six  were  found  to  be  polluted 
and  not  adequately  protected.  Recommendations  to  insure  a  safe 
water  supply  were  made.  Most  of  these  water  supplies  have  been 
corrected.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Colrain  : 

During  the  school  year  just  closed  very  few  changes  in 
school  properties  have  been  made,  outside  of  the  necessary  re¬ 
pairs. 

The  following  school  buildings  which  apparently  will  not 
be  used  again  for  school  purposes  namely  the  Elm  Grove,  Brick 
and  Bardwell,  have  been  turned  over  to  the  selectmen  for  their 
disposal. 

The  Christian  Hill  school  (there  being  only  three  pupils)  is 
closed  and  the  pupils  are  being  transported  to  the  Spur  School 
for  the  present. 

In  a  recent  survey  of  the  Colrain  schools  made  by  the  state 
supervisor  of  elementary  education  much  stress  was  placed  on 
the  consolidation  of  the  schools  in  Shattucksville,  Griswoldville, 
Foundry  Village  and  Colrain  Center  in  a  modern  school  building 
with  its  assembly  room,  gymnasum,  etc.  in  the  near  future.  Much 
thought  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  this. 

Sanitary  conditions  of  some  of  the  above  mentioned  schools 
are  not  too  good  according  to  state  inspectors  and  adequate,  safe 
playgrounds  are  entirely  missing.  Unless  something  of  this  kind 
happens,  extensive  changes  in  the  Foundry  school  will  be  re¬ 
quired. 

Colrain  is  providing  high  school  education  to  the  largest 
class  in  its  history,  there  being  ninety-one  scholars  enrolled  in 
high  or  secondary  schools  at  the  present  time.  Due  to  this  in¬ 
crease  a  larg'er  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  from  the  town, 
for  the  coming  year.  Of  the  $34,000  apropriation  by  the  town  for 
high  school  and  elementary  school  expenses  for  1937  a  refund  of 
$1,118.13  will  be  made  to  the  town.  The  appropriation  for  voca¬ 
tional  education  of  $1,400  shows  a  deficit  of  $298.74. 

The  following  appropriations  will  be  required  to  meet  the 
school  expenses  for  the  coming  year. 

High  and  elementary  schools  $32,800.00 

Vocational  education  3,100.00 

In  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Elsie  L.  Brown,  a  member  of  the 
Colrain  School  Board,  we  have  met  with  a  great  loss.  Mrs. 
Brown  gave  lavishly  of  her  time  and  talent  to  her  office  on  the 
board,  and  gave  much  thought  to  the  betterment  of  schools  and 
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is  greatly  missed  by  all  associated  with  her  in  the  affairs  of 
school  and  town. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board  Mrs.  Agnes  C.  Purington 
was  appointed  by  the  selectmen  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of 
office. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  teachers  and  instructors  as  a 
whole  for  their  efficiency  in  school  and  for  their  efforts  for  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  Parent  Teachers  Association,  Com¬ 
munity  Clubs,  etc.  for  their  interest  and  activities  in  school  and 
scholars  and  betterment  of  school  properties. 

Supt.  W.  H.  Buker,  one  of  the  most  progressive  superinten¬ 
dents  we  have  had,  is  ready  and  willing  to  contact  any  one  who 
is  interested  in  or  has  a  constructive  suggestion  in  regard  to  our 
schools  or  community. 

As  members  of  your  school  board,  Mrs.  Purington,  Mr. 
Donelson,  and  myself,  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  your 
co-operation  and  support  during  the  school  year  just  closed.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Colrain: 

I  present  in  this  report  the  major  activities  which  have  been 
accomplished  in  1937  and  the  more  important  activities 
which  should  be  carried  out  in  1938. 

Public  Education 

The  National  Policy  Commission  has  recently  set  up  several 
outstanding  policies  as  to  public  education.  Briefly  stated  they 
are  as  follows : 

1.  American  public  education  should  be  free  from  early 
childhood  through  adult  life. 

2.  Local  units  of  school  administration  should  provide  pro¬ 
fessional  leadership  and  a  diversified  curricula  at  a  reason¬ 
able  cost. 

3.  Schools  must  cooperate  with  other  agencies  in  serving 
human  needs. 

4.  State  responsibility  in  education  involves  the  equaliza¬ 
tion  of  the  burden  of  school  support. 

5.  The  national  interest  in  educated  citizenship  requires 
greater  federal  participation  in  school  support. 

6.  Legislation  for  federal  support  of  education  should 
specifically  forbid  and  prevent  federal  control  and  admin¬ 
istration  of  education. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Massachusetts  has  gone  much 
farther  than  many  states  in  carrying  out  the  above  principles. 
Colrain  is  endeavoring  to  provide  in  its  educational  system  many 
of  the  criteria  set  up  by  the  Commission. 

School  Instruction 

During  the  past  year  continued  emphases  have  been  placed 
upon  the  fundamentals,  such  as,  reading,  which  includes  Eng¬ 
lish  in  all  its  phases,  arithmetic  and  health.  In  December  a  visual 
education  machine  was  purchased  in  conjunction  with  Buckland 
and  Shelburne.  During  the  years  to  come  this  will  supplement 
the  instruction  especially  in  science,  history  and  geography.  The 
type  of  work  in  art,  penmanship  and  music  is  given  under  the 
reports  of  the  supervisors. 
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Several  supplementary  and  up-to-date  Hygiene  books  have 
been  purchased.  Also  the  public  library  has  been  of  great  assist¬ 
ance  to  many  of  the  pupils  and  teachers. 

Standardized  tests  have  been  given  and  many  constructive 
suggestions  were  received  from  these  tests.  By  the  use  of  such 
tests  we  can  measure  the  quality  of  our  work  and  compare  it  with 
other  towns  and  cities. 

The  monthly  teachers’  meetings  have  proven  to  be  helpful. 
Also  the  Teachers’  Club  directed  by  the  teachers  has  been  a 
positive  asset  to  the  school  system. 

School  Expenditures 

Colrain  has  the  largest  number  of  pupils  attending  second¬ 
ary  schools  that  it  has  ever  had.  This  number  (91)  has  probably 
reached  its  peak,  for  the  elementary  enrollment  seems  to  be 
dropping. 

The  cost  of  secondary  education  for  the  past  year  has  been 
$13,533.64,  or  41.5%  of  the  budget.  Our  reimbursements  from 
the  state  cover  nearly  the  entire  transportation  cost  and  about 
50%  of  the  tuition  and  vocational  costs. 

In  most  towns  teachers’  salaries  comprise  70%  of  the  school 
budget.  This  is  not  the  situation  in  Colrain.  On  the  contrary 
nearly  70%  of  the  school  budget  goes  to  other  items  than 
teachers’  salaries.  In  Colrain  sixty-five  citizens  benefit  from  this 
amount. 

Due  to  the  increased  number  of  pupils  electing  the  Gen¬ 
eral  V ocational  Curriculum  there  is  a  deficit  of  $298.74,  although 
there  was  an  overlay  of  $1401.92  in  the  main  part  of  the  budget. 
The  state  regulations  are  such  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
a  special  appropriation  for  the  vocational  deficit  at  the  1938 
town  meeting. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  textbooks  is  $1.42,  for  supplies  $2.00 
or  about  nine  cents  per  school  week. 

The  average  salaries  of  our  teachers  is  less  than  in  towns  of 
Group  IV  as  listed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Our 
teaching*  load  is  less  than  the  average  load  for  teachers  in  Group 
IV.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  four  of  the  schools  have  an  en¬ 
rollment  under  twenty  pupils. 

The  reimbursements  for  1937  from  the  state  and  other 
sources  were  $15,454.50. 

Repairs 

1.  The  Spurr  School  was  painted  by  John  Galvin. 

2.  Several  window  screens  were  placed  on  the  Center,  South 

and  Griswoldville  buildings. 
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3.  Several  minor  repairs  were  made  during  the  summer  months 

by  Fred  Ware  and  Jesse  Purrington  on  all  the  buildings. 

The  coming  year  additional  screens  should  be  made  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Quintus  Allen  Fund  the  heating  and 
toilet  facilities  at  the  Foundry  building  should  be  changed.  The 
Foundry  school  repairs  should  be  extended  over  two  years,  as 
the  State  requirements  are  such  that  it  would  be  rather  too  costly 
to  carry  them  out  in  entirety  in  1938. 

4.  The  Center  School  building  needs  increased  lighting  units 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  standard  lighted  school  building. 

Transportation 

Pupils  are  being  transported  from  the  Churchill  and  Adams- 
ville  districts  to  the  Foundry  School.  Walter  Brown  is  the  driver 
for  this  section.  From  the  Adamsville  section  only  the  seventh 
and  eight  grade  pupils  are  transported.  George  Purington  carries 
the  children  from  Wilson  Hill  to  the  Foundry  School.  Ned 
Galvin  transports  two  pupils  from  Christian  Hill  and  one  from 
Wilson  Hill  to  the  Spurr  School.  Fred  Hall  conveys  the  pupils 
from  the  Bardwell,  Brick  and  Four  Corner  districts  to  the  South 
School.  The  Thompson  brothers  transport  pupils  (  grade  V- 
VIII)  from  the  Shattuckville  and  Griswoldville  sections  to  the 
Griswoldville  and  Center  schools.  The  total  number  of  element¬ 
ary  pupils  transported  is  67,  while  the  Thompson  brothers  carry 
79  secondary  pupils  to  Arms  Academy.  Several  parents  also 
carry  pupils  to  Arms  Academy  and  Greenfield  High  School. 

Changes  in  the  Teaching  Staff 

At  the  Spurr  School  Miss  Edith  Fiske,  a  graduate  of  Bridge- 
water  Teachers’  College,  replaced  Miss  Florence  Duke.  Miss 
Duke  secured  a  position  in  Connecticut.  At  the  South  School 
Miss  Kathryn  Scott  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  Granville, 
Mass,  and  Miss  Muriel  Sherman,  a  graduate  of  North  Adams 
Teachers’  College  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

The  general  policy  carried  out  for  the  past  few  years  in 
filling  teaching  vacancies  has  been  to  employ  graduates  from  the 
four  year  Teachers’  Colleges  or  teachers  with  equivalent  train¬ 
ing.  Such  a  policy  has  given  Colrain  a  better  trained  group  of 
teachers  than  could  otherwise  have  been  secured. 

Transfer  of  School  Buildings 

During  the  year  the  Brick,  Bardwell  and  Elm  Grove  build¬ 
ings  have  been  transferred  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town.  There 
has  been  an  informal  request  from  a  group  of  citizens  in  the 
Churchill  District  to  purchase  the  Churchill  building.  As  yet  no 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  school  committee  concerning  this 
building. 
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Consolidation 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  made  three  build¬ 
ing  surveys  of  the  Colrain  schools  during  the  past  ten  years.  A 
preliminary  survey  in  October  was  made  by  Miss  Florence  Gay, 
Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education.  Miss  Gay  recommends 
that  a  local  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  problem  of  con¬ 
solidation  for  the  valley  section  of  the  town. 

At  Adamsville,  I  believe,  we  should  maintain  a  school  for 
the  younger  children  as  long  as  there  are  children  enough  to 
have  an  effective  school.

Health  Instruction 

The  reports  as  given  by  the  school  physician  (Dr.  Alson) 
and  school  nurse,  (Miss  Lawson)  concerning-  health  instruction 
state  that  much  constructive  work  in  this  important  field  has 
been  done  the  past  year. 

Nurse’s  Report 

“During  the  month  of  January  I  was  on  duty  until  the 
twenty  fourth,  at  which  time  I  went  to  Simmons  College  to  take 
the  four  months  course  in  Public  Health  Nursing,  having  re¬ 
ceived  a  scholarship  of  $500  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

During  my  absence  Mrs.  Alice  Gebo  carried  on  the  work. 
Mrs.  Gebo  did  the  preliminary  work  for  the  diptheria  toxide 
clinic  which  was  conducted  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
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Franklin  Red  Cross  Chapter.  Sixty-six  had  dental  work  done  at 
this  time. 

During  the  summer  vacation  one  girl  and  three  boys  at¬ 
tended  the  Greenfield  Health  Camp. 

In  September  hearing  tests  were  given  by  the  audiometer. 
One  child  had  impaired  hearing. 

I  assisted  Dr.  John  Olson,  the  school  physician,  in  making 
the  physical  examinations. 

Dr.  Olson’s  report  is  as  follows : 

180  homes  of  school  children  visited. 

40  tonsillectonnic  by  the  Franklin  County  Hospital 
Clinic. 

6 — tonsillectonnic  by  the  family  physician. 

6 — Children  were  taken  to  the  chest  clinic. 

2 — children  were  taken  to  an  eye  specialist. 

In  November  the  tuberculin  test  was  given  to  131  children, 
ten  of  these  were  taken  to  be  X-rayed  by  people  of  the  town  who 
are  interested  in  the  health  work.” 

Doctor’s  Report 

Dr.  Olson  states  that  a  total  of  217  school  children  were 
quite  thoroughly  examined  by  him  with  the  aid  of  Miss  Lawson, 
school  nurse.  He  found  a  surprisingly  large  number  of  defects 
among  these  children,  which  impressed  him  as  being  inconsistent 
with  the  growth  and  development  of  the  school  children  from 
the  rural  districts  as  compared  with  those  in  the  cities.  Much  en¬ 
couragement  and  instruction  has  been  given  the  parents  of  these 
children  by  him  and  the  school  nurse  when  the  opportunities 
presented  themselves,  in  order  that  they  may  help  in  decreasing 
this  number  of  defects  that  are  representative  of  future  ill  health 
when  these  children  become  men  and  women.

Music 

The  music  supervisor  for  the  school  union,  Colin  B.  Rich¬ 
mond,  has  reported  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  follows : 

Mr.  Colin  Richmond,  supervisor  of  music,  reports, 

“Direct  approach  towards  individual  response  has  been 
maintained.  This  individual  approach  has  not  alone  elevated  the 
musical  tone  of  the  whole  group,  but  it  has  brought  pupils  up  out 
of  the  group  who  have  been  endowed  with  outstanding  talent. 
Several  of  the  teachers,  because  of  their  especial  ability  and 
musical  training  stand  out  in  what  they  have  accomplished  with 
the  pupils. 

Four-part  singing  in  some  of  the  eighth  grade  groups  has 
been  continued.  Pupils  from  these  groups  are  now  prepared  to 
sing  in  public  program.  It  is  my  intention  that  these  groups  form 
the  muscles  of  a  chorus  for  the  spring  festival. 

On  the  instrumental  side  of  the  music  program,  there  has 
been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  elementary 
schools  taking  instrumental  work. 

The  enrollment  shows  fifty-eight  actively  engaged  in  this 
type  of  work;  from  the  Crittenden  School,  14:  Buckland  Center, 
1 :  High  Street,  1 :  Baker,  17 :  Consolidated,  13 :  Colrain  Center, 
6 :  :Griswold,  3 :  South,  3.  These  pupils  meet  once  each  week  in 
their  respective  schools  and  again  on  Saturday  morning  in  a 
group. 

Another  group  of  beginners  in  instrumental  work  will  start 
in  January.  At  the  Consolicated  school  there  is  already  an 
orchestra.  This  in  a  large  measure  has  been  made  possible  by 
active  participation  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Ross.  I  feel 
that  much  credit  is  due  her  for  this  work. 
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At  the  Academy  there  are  eig-hty  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
chorus.  The  orchestra  is  beginning  to  show  up  satisfactorily. 
Three  new  pupils  have  been  added  to  the  string  section.  The 
Band  made  a  creditable  showing  at  the  Spring  Festival,  at  the 
Greenfield  Fair  and  in  the  Armistice  Day  paraded’ 

Art  and  Penmanship 

Mr.  George  MacLean,  supervisor  of  art  and  penmanship  for 
the  three  towns  states  : 

“The  work  in  the  primary  grades  has  largely  consisted  of 
the  drawing  of  simple  objects.  Color  was  taught  in  most  of  the 
regular  lessons  rather  than  a  separate  color  lesson.  Construction 
work  was  confined  to  simple  gifts  made  for  the  holidays  or 
projects  connected  with  other  studies. 

In  the  intermediate  grades,  the  rules  of  perspective  were 
followed  with  emphasis  on  the  third  dimension.  Each  pupil 
above  the  fourth  grade  was  encouraged  to  make  a  poster  for  the 
M.  S.  P.  C.  A.  contest  in  April.  Picture  appreciation  was  con¬ 
tinued  with  the  use  of  colored  reproductions  of  famous  masters. 

At  the  high  school  each  pupil  was  given  an  opportunity  in 
the  creative  classes  to  pursue  the  type  of  work  that  most  inter¬ 
ested  him.  Some  worked  in  charcoal,  pencil,  crayon,  pastelles, 
water-color,  tempera,  pen  and  ink.” 

Mr.  MacLean  has  also  taught  mechanical  drawing  ten  hours 
per  week  to  the  Vocational  pupils.  “In  penmanship  emphasis 
were  placed  on  muscular  control.  The  value  of  mastering  this 
‘arm  movement’  can  hardly  be  over  emphasized.”

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  heating  and  toilet  conditions  at  the  Foundry  build¬ 
ing  be  improved. 

2.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  in  conjunction  with  the 
school  officials  to  study  consolidation  as  recommended  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

3.  That  the  general  budget  be  somewhat  reduced  due  to  con¬ 
solidation  which  has  already  taken  place  during  the  past  year.

The  year  1937  has  been  one  of  progress.  This  has  been  due 
to  the  help  that  school  officials  has  received  from  parents, 
citizens  and  teachers.  May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those 
who  have  brought  about  these  conditions.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Colrain  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937,  made  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant 
Director  of  Accounts.

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Colrain  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  sending  out  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  selectmen  were  checked 
with  the  record  of  licenses  granted,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  append¬ 
ed  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1937. 

In  checking  the  amounts  expended  from  each  appropriation  with  the 
town  clerk’s  record  of  appropriations  voted,  it  was  noted  that  expenditures 
for  Chapter  81  and  90  highway  work  were  $2,746.29  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  available,  and  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  expenditures  for 
Chapter  81  and  90  highways  may  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  appropria¬ 
tions  voted  by  the  town,  together  with  the  amount  actually  received  by  the 
town  on  account  of  allotments.  Temporary  loans  issued  in  accordance 
with  Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  may  be  made  in  the  event 
that  reimbursements  from  the  State  and  County  are  not  received  in  time 
to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  payrolls  and  invoices. 

Attention  is  called  to  Section  7,  Chapter  413,  Acts  of  1936,  which  re¬ 
quires  that  the  money  received  on  account  of  Federal  grants  for  aid  to 
dependent  children,  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  account  and  expended  for 
the  purposes  specified  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Pay-

ments  on  approved  cases  should  be  charged  directly  against  this  grant 
account  and  any  balance  in  this  account  at  the  close  of  the  year  should  be 
carried  forward. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts 
falling  due,  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  records  in 
the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen’s  orders  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town 
funds.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  cash  balance  on 
December  31,  1937,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office 
and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received 
from  the  bank. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the  trust  fund 
in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed  and  the  income 
was  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  exam¬ 
ination  were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  of  town  and  district 
taxes  were  proved  with  the  assessors’  warrants.  The  collections,  as  re¬ 
corded,  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  town  and  district  treasurers 
were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
abatement  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 
The  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1937,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  obtained  by  sending 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that 
the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  licenses  issued.  The  payments  to  the  State 
and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  examined 
and  proved.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  record  of 
work  done,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  in  the  public  welfare  and  old  age 
assistance  departments  were  examined.  The  departmental  records  of 
charges  were  analyzed,  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  disallowances  and  abatements  were  checked, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  Griswold  Memorial  Library  fund  in  the  custody  of  the  library 
treasurer,  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  withdrawals  were 
proved,  the  receipts  from  the  town  and  the  librarian  were  verified,  the 
recorded  expenditures  were  compared  with  receipted  invoices  and  cancelled 
checks  on  file,  and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  tables  showing  a 
reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  depart¬ 
mental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.
